Brigadeiro Eduardo Gomes, whe has desided not to enter the race, has indicated 
that he will supnort Aranha, An intensive campaign in favor of Aranha is 
expected to start soon throighout Brazil. 


“Nereu Ramos, Vice Preside:t of Grazil, renortedly believes that he has the 
best chances of winning the election if he can rely on the suport of Getulio 
Jarras. Ramos, however, his encountered opnosition in his attempt to secure 
Vargas! supnort, since ‘he latter's fellowers insist that they will put him 
up as a candidate whethor he wishes it or. not. 


It is expected that Vargas’! candidacy will be announced by Aurust at the 
latest.* His friends within tho armed forces hive been questioning their 
colleagues of the rank of colonel and below in an attempt to ascertain their 
reactions to the election of Vargas. ‘When Vargas announces his candidacy, a 
number of other prssidential candidates are expecied to join forces and support 
one of their number to run against hin. ; 


Adhemar de Barros, Governor of the State of Sao Pailo, is planning to transform 
his party, Partido Social Progressista (PSP-Social Pregressive Party), into

The Prefect of Fortaleza is expected to »e named the unofficial 
political boss for Barros in the north.
